The  Amendments  Ratified. 

The  Constitutional  Amendments  have 
Wen  adopted  throughout  the  State  by 
au  overwhelming  majority,  with  the 
single  exception  of  No.  12,  which  is 
generally  conceded  to  have  lieen  carried 
by  a  reduced  majority.  Many  citizens 
in  this  vicinity  declined  t4i  believe  that 
it*  adoption  meant  disaster  to  the  ‘’Five 
Cuuutl**,"  and  therefore  diev  Voted  for 
the  ameudmeut.  regarding  it  tut  equitable 
iu  its  provisions.  Whether  tlie  Five 
County  Act  is  repealed  or  not,  no  appre¬ 
hension  need  be  felt  respecting  the 
culling  in  of  mortgage  loans.  The  money¬ 
ed  institutions  and  capitalists  will  Dot 
proceed  lo  foreclose,  simply  lafcaiwa  it 
would  be  suicidal  for  them  to  do  so.  It 
is  probable  that  monetary  interest*  in 
tbeBe  peculiarly  affected  counties  will 
remain  undistuiWd  until  the  meeting  of 
the  Legislature.

We  have  it  in  contemplation  to  devote 
a  column  each  week  in  The  Record  to  a 
Student’s  Department,  for  which  we 
solicit  contributions  from  pupils  in  the 
Public  Schools  of  Bloomfield  and  Mont¬ 
clair.
